. CHICAGO (AP>-in«-tronic 
computers, including one at the 
University of Toronto, have 
learned to carry on a simple 
conversation, and detect ob¬ 
vious lies. And a scientist 
predicts that within 10 years 


a person in another room 
won’t be able to tell whether 
he is talking to a machine or 
a human. 

E. S. Berkely of Newton- 
vilie, Mass., described 3'uesday 
how a computer, with a vo¬ 
cabulary of 300 English words 


fed Into its memory, was able 
to talk with its operator about 
tl>e weather. 

The questions put to the 
machine in the compu^r cen¬ 
tre of the University of Tor¬ 
onto were answered properly 
whenever the computer was 


able to find the words In its 
vocabulary. 

Berkely, who predicted that 
computers will be able to 
operate generally with ideas 
within the next decade. ll;ave 
tt^is report of the weather 
conversation:

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New Year, New World 


A S the year 1959 speeds tosa clow 
the opportunity for itj assess¬ 
ment is presented to nations and to 
individuals everywhere. The suc¬ 
ceeding year, with 366 days this time, 
may see fulfilment of much that was 
begun in the closing year or left 
indefinite as a result of the failure of 
first attempts. Undoubtedly it is a 
new world that is going into a new 
year. The continents of Africa and 
^th America have grown in world 
consciousness. Antarctica has been 
charted agaiast the day when it may 
fill many a human need. The pen¬ 
dulum of fortune, Gnomic and polit¬ 
ical. has literally changed the face 
of Europe. For each nation, no doubt, 
there are profit and loss to analyze 
and a twijance to stVike. 

Early in 1960 the world will have 
its first decisive test of the degree to 
which the cold war between West 
and East may have thawed, even a 
little. The ten-nation disarmament 
committee to meet in March must 
produce something more definite 
than pledges: the time for demonstra¬ 
tion by action will be at hand. A 
material success there could mark a 


gi^at step forward in the new year. 
The succeeding summit meeting 
between leaders may tai^e the lime¬ 
light, but the disarmament confer¬ 
ence will^ certainly establish the 
climate in which international dis¬ 
cussions will proceed during 1%0. 
There is no issue before the world so 
crucial as that of enduring peace. 

Economically, the new yCar may 
have its gains and los.ses in many 
lands. There is no doubt that world 
trade has edged upward irom its 
nadir of two years ago, with benefi¬ 
cial results in national economies. 
Western Europe Is presenting the 
world with a, whole new shopping 
basket, between the inner Six and 
the outer Seven arranged in nfw' and 
untried trade alignments. Mass pro¬ 
duction and automation may have 
new' indices to write into the complex 
picture of w’orld trade. Markets for 
exports everywhere are less fluid and 
competition more keen, Yet, given 
peace, the world has no rea.son to 
fear its new' unveiling; it has done, 
with the postwar period of stale¬ 
mates. and is on to what may well 
prove to be new ground. 


Classifying TV 


'^HE suggestion reported to have 
^ been made to the Board of 
Broadcast Governors that shows tele¬ 
vised over the Canadian system be 
classified much in the way that 
movies are now' contains an interest¬ 
ing reflection of concern over the 
kind of fare TV is offering. The pro¬ 
posal, so far tentative and unofficial, 
is that programs dealing with crime, 
violence and the more sordid a.specta 
of human relations should be billed in 
advance as for “adult entertainment. 

If put into effect the plan could do 
little harm and might accomplish 
some good. It could in a few' instances 
exdte the Interest of young people 
who olherwtM might not think of 
tumthg orv the programs deemed un¬ 
suitable for them. On the other hand 
parents concerned about what their 
children watch would know' ahead of 
time that certain programs were 
objectionable. How far they could 
act on that knowledge Is another 
matter. In a family of young people 
I 


it is one thing for parents to dis¬ 
tinguish between “good’* and “bad’* 
programs and another for them to 
regulate the u.se of the TV receiver 
accordingly. 

Then again determining what is 
suitable for youngsters to see and 
what is not is entirely a matter of 
opinion and would impose an ex¬ 
tremely difficult responsibility on 
those selected to arrange the billing. 
To some people violence in any form 
is objectionable; but it is present in 
a very high proportion of programs 
televised, especially those produced 
in the UnitM States. Normal people 
dd not go around shooting, punching 
and kicking one another, and so pro¬ 
ductions featuring those activities 
might be described as dealing with 
abnormality and therefore objection- 
*ablc for juvenile viewing. But if ail 
TV shows depicting violence were to 
be labelled suitable only for adults, 
the children would have v'er>' few 
w'estem shows left to watch. Maybe 
that would be all to the good. 


Goodbye to the Farthing 


I NFLATION has always been with 
the w'orld, as succeeding genera¬ 
tions managed to Improve their lot. 
Fifty vears ago a family could exist 
on ^0 a month, with sirloin at 12 
cents a pound. Tbe prc.sent Legisla¬ 
tive Buildings cost around two million 
dollars to build; It wbifld take ten 
times that sum and more to duplicate 
them today. It ii >yhen inflation 
speeds its incidence that the troubles 
compound. 

'Hie main result of course Is that 
currency loses its value and Uon’t 
buy as much as oncg it did. Coins 
depreci|te so that they scarcely 
become worth carrying. The British 
farthing has reached this stage and 
soon it will be no more. The Royal 
Mint is thinking of melting them into 
pennies. 

A farthing was always a lowly 
coin, one-foiirth of a penny, evep 
when a penny might keep a man alivfe 
for a whole day. Charles l.amb—and 
he lived over a hundred > ears ago— 
could cry, “I do not care a farthing

H ISTORIAN.S look backward. poU-

There are more significant fac¬ 
tors, however. One of them is the 
gradual emergence of Britons as 
"little capitalists.’’-The year 1959 has 
seen an enormous growth of unit 
trusts, each with its valuable potir 
folio of well biAanced stocks and 
shares, and thousands of people hold¬ 
ing .small interests In the portfolio; 
We have emerged to the point where 
unit shares are available in lots of 
flO upwards. Some of these units 
have doubled in value in 12 months, 
and the number of unit shareholders 
has been estimated at nearly 2.000.000. 
That may not be a strictly accurate 
figure for the same person may in¬ 
vest in several different trusts, but 
it is quite revolutionary in Britain.

For centuries the financial struc¬ 
ture of Britain has been fairly 
^divided between the haves 
‘ nots- between the capitalist 
and the worker. 

Now fhe gulf is being bridged. 
The traditional worker has b^ii 
merged Into the great'’%lddle class. 
The wage and small salary earner is 
gradually joining the upper echelons 
by virtue of buying his house, his 
' unit shares and his automobile. 


Politkally this change was dem¬ 
onstrated forcibly at the general elec¬ 
tion in October when tradition went 
haywire. A political party won a third 
term of office for the first time al¬ 
most certainly because we had be¬ 
come a race of little capitalists. 

That trend will almost certain!/ 
continue Into 1960. There will be more 
unit shareholders, and more unit 
buyers will emerge from the com¬ 
parative security of their small unit 
investments into the wider sphere of 
fndiVidual stoc'ks and shares. 

Houses are being bought and sold 
almost as fast as the builders can con¬ 
struct them, building societies are 
faced mainly with the problem of 
finding sufficient capital for their re¬ 
quirements but are being helped by 
associated insurance companies who 
in turn are finding that general pro.s- 
perity is giving th^ a substantial 
aurplus of funds. 


Even the real underdog of present- 
day economics is finding life tolerable 
in the welfare state. Apart from the 
national health service, sickness 
benefits and free hospitalization 
there is the national assistance board 
which provides additional funds for 
the indigent to augment sickness and 
unemployment benefits. 

It is broadly true that anyone in 
Britain with family responsibilities 
can draw up to $.30 a week through 
government agenciea and one of the 
social problems is that an unskilled 
laborer with a large family is en¬ 
titled to more when'he is unemployed 
than when he has a job. The surpris¬ 
ing thing, probably, is that so few 
take advantage of the situation. 

Educationally things are moving 
ahead. Already it is possible for any 
British child to go right through to 
university graduation withouj having 
to find a penny for himself, and even 
under certain circumstances for the 
parehts; to'^be dompen.sated for loss

Living on Borrowed Money 


(From The .Montreal .Star) 


S PEAKING I in Toronto Governor 
Coyne made a reasoned plea for 
better co-ordination of Ute total na¬ 
tional demand for loans- at all levels 
of government and in private busi- 
rwss and industry as well There are 
s'^cial reasons for this in the Canada 
of today. For some years we have 
been promoting a program of growth 
so great that we have been importing 
capital to the tune of $l.fibo.000.000 
to $l.500.00u0.000 a year. Mr. Coynov 
asks the pointed question w'hether it 
is "advisable or desirable to have so 
W'ide a gap between o^ saving rate 
and our capital expendnture rate.’’ 

This huge capital expenditure has 
had the effect of maintaining a very 
high level of employment, with a 
consequent high demand for ail kinds 
of imports. We are now running a 
very large visible allverse balance oX 
trade; yet the dollar, supported by the 
flood of foreign investment, remains 
at a premium in New York. 


It may not be an immediate ques¬ 
tion. but it must be asked; what will 
happen when the money we borrow 
has to be repaid; and what will hap- 
when the amount of interest pay* 
ame on our foreign loans becomes too 
heavy to be easily carried? Obviously 
at some point or other Mr. Coyne’s 
suggestion foe restraint will be im¬ 
posed on us. It might, be better to do 
something about it now! 

"5>ome may feel that capital ex¬ 
penditures on this ^1it:ale are neces¬ 
sary," said Mr. Coyne, "to maintain

full employment. Surely not. No'econ- 
omy as advanced as ours should allow 
Itself to be moulded into a pattern 
of employment which is dependent 
for any extended period on capital 
expenditures financed by foreign 
borrowing on such a scale. The alter¬ 
native to this is to cut our coat 
rather more in accordance with the 
cloth, and through policies of self- 
restraint to Increase our rate of do¬ 
mestic saving or moderate our de¬ 
mands for capital to those which Van 
be satisfied with smaller supplemenls 
of resources from abroad.’’ 


Tliis is good admire but difficult 
to work out in practice. Our obj^tive 
must be to be self-supporting in the 
capital market, and thus provide our¬ 
selves with more investment, more 
Industries, more plants, and more 
people employed. But all these re¬ 
quire every kind of servicing A city 
or a province must build new roads 
and sidewalks, lay on power, light 
and water. The increased population 
ne(‘ds more schools, more hospitals. 
The money for all these must be bor- 
row’ed for it can» hardly be got from 
current tax rates. ’ Hence there ia 
pressure for loans from all sides-^ 
from industry and its need for capital 
investment, and from city and prov¬ 
ince to deal with the expioaivt con¬ 
sequences of growth. 

Mr. Coyne urges, co-ordination of 
all Joan demands and careful timing 
of the use of available resourjDes. But 
it will need more than that and he 
knows it. He says bluntly that we 
should not get ourselves into the posi¬ 
tion that’ full employment can be 
maintimed only by foreign borrow¬ 
ing. The fact is, however, that thift is 
the present pattern, already well 
ealablished. It will be hard to break

Students^ Expenses 

A few days ago4>r. Hickman of Victoria College was 
quoted as saying that If a university were establLshed in 
Victoria local students would save SftOO a year. This is 
ai>aol)iitely incorrect, as a little calculation will show., 

the fees at^ Victoria College and UBQ are the seme. 
TTie amount of money requlri^ for clothes arwl pocket- 
niopey are the same. The only difference lies in'the sums 
spen on board and lodging. At home a miniVnum of $.10 
a month must be allowed for the cost of food, Le., $210 
for the seven months of term during a year. At UBC 
I have wonderful accommodation in a re.sidence for $70 
a month, l.e. $490 for an academic year. So that the very 
most that can be saved, and that only for a .student living 
within walking distance of Victoria College, is $280. I 
should also mention that I have a single room in the 
residence. Sharing a double room in the^ residence or 
living in Fort Camp is slightly cheaper. 

When, in addition to the) above facts, one considers 
that very few students do live within walking distance, 
that very few of the private acebmmodations offered can 
compare either in convenience, comfort or (I am told) 
food with the residences. I feel that the advantages of 
having a university in Victoria are not nearly as great 
as one is led to believe-certainly not from the purely 
financial point of view. 

Students living outside the Immediate Victoria area 
would derive no special benefit.s whatever and would miss 
the advantages of being in a larger, more cosmopolitan 
institution in a town of much greater intellectual and 
cultural activity than Victoria. It .seems to me much 
more important for Victoria to supplement the courses 
of the first and second years to bring them up to the 
Ibvet o' variety of UBC than to offer a rather sparse four- 
year course.

Oak Bay Police started their Canadian football 
activities five years ago with a midget club. Some of 
the youngsters who were with the club the first season 
helped win the provincial championship this year. At 
least eight of the players are planning to attend the 
University of British Columbia after their graduation, 
next spring, from Victoria Univei^ity. 

In the formative years, participation was limited, 
to youngsters residing in Oak Bay but municipal boun-| 
daries have since been dropped and all of the Greater 
Victoria area is represented. There Is a rule which | 
states that anv player getting into trouble will be 
dropped from the cluh, whifh hardly makes it a club 
of youngsters who are “on probation.” And it might 
he said here that in five years. Corporal Jack* Groves, 
team manager, reports, not one youngster has been lost 
to the club because of any wrongdoing. 

Practices are almost compulsory—if a player wants 
to play. 

“We have 40 boys wanting to play and only 30 
uniforms.”

Death Fills Nutbowl

About the only time we ever »eo 
nuts in the shell around our house is 
during the Christmas season — the 
rest of the year we buy our nuts 
shelled, roasted and salted. Between 
Christmas and New Year's, though, 
we love to sit around the taWe after 
dinner cradcing nuts and digging.out 
the tasty tid bits within the shell, 
And among the almonds and filberts 
and walnuts, the moaV sought-after 
are the Brazil nuts. 

While you are cracking and en¬ 
joying the meaty centres of these big, 
hard, triangular nuts, you might 
spare a thought for the people who 
collect them. They are South 
American Indians who live in palm- 
leaf shelters along the Amazon, and 
who risk death In several ways to 
send us these nuts.^ 

WWW 

Not the least of these risk.s Is the 
falling of the nuts from the trees, 
which grow to a height of 150 feet. 

What we call Brazil nuts are not 
true, nuts at all. but seeds clustering 
in the fruit of the tree, like sections 
of an orange. There are 30 to .10 of 
the.se 8eed.s in each' fruit, fitting 
together with the thin edge inward. 


forming a ball. The outside casing 
is like a coconut, and each one 
Weights anytfiing up to five pounds. ' 

As with me coconut, most of the 
fruits are borne at the very top of 
the tree, and when they fall, they 
hit so heavily as to sink several feet 
into the soft earth. A direct hit from 
one of these is enough td kill a man. 
and fatal accidents of this nature are 
fairly common.

The ripe fruits usually fall after 
the heat of the midday sun. so for 
safety's sake, the collecting is done 
in the cool of the morning. Even 
then, the collectors keep one eye op 
the tree as they dig out the previous 
day's windfalls. 

At the .shghteat sign of a breeze 
.apringing up, work ceases imme¬ 
diately and the Indiana retire to a 
prudent distance from the danger 
; zone. Some effort has been made to 
provide the workers, with safety hel¬ 
mets, but these are uncomfortable in 
the heat of the jungle. 

Other hazards come fro'm the 
denizens of the Jungle in which the 
nut trees grow wild. At any time, 
the nut-gatherers are likely to come 
face to face with man-eating Jaguars, 
bone-crushing anaconda snakes 20 
feet long, or with huge, blood suck¬ 
ing vampire bats. 


If you are one of those folks who 
like to pop apple se^^ and orange 
pips into pots of soil "Just to see 
, what contes of it," I wouldn't advise 
you to try your hand at growing a 
Brazil nut. Plant scientists at Kew 
Garden in England have been trying 
to bring the Brnzll nut under cultiva¬ 
tion for years, but with very little 
success. The plant just isn't happy 
away from its Jungle home. 

Fresh seeds were imported from 
Brazil and planted, and every possible 
effort was made to reproduce the 
natural conditions under which they 
grow in their Amazon habitat, but it 
took a full three years before the 
first nut sprouted and made a tiny 
seedling. E^^en then, growth hat 
been painfully slow', and after, five 
years, the little tree is less than a 
foot tall. In its natural surround¬ 
ings it would have made at least 2S 
feet of growth in that time.

Every year about 40.00Q tons of 
* Brazil nuts are exported from that 
country. This constitutes almost the 
entire crop, for while they are com¬ 
monplace to us, they are practically 
unknown to most Brazilians. One 
rather strange thing is that the few 
which appear in the specialty shops 
of Rio de Janeiro and Sao Paulo are 
sold, not under the name of Brazil 
nuts, but as “English nuts "!

It’s a cry ing shame that young¬ 
sters were not encouraged to follow 
in their footsteps, to work In, the 
shadow of the talented fellows befoie 
they left.

We were 
promised, for example, an end of 
fake laughter on the comedy shows.

I didn’t mean to disparage the 
honest intent behind these clumsily' 
worded announcements.

However, I wish they’d 
follow through and really get rid of 
the canned laughter; and not Just 
announce that it’s canned.

Students^ Expenses 

A li»w days ago Dr. Hickman of Victoria College was 
quoted as saying that if a university were establi.shed in 
Victoria local students would save $800 a year. This is 
absolutely Incorrect, as a little calculation will show. 

The fees at Victoria College and UBC are the same. 
The amount of money required for clothes and pocket- 
money are the same. The only difference lies in the sums 
spen* on board and lodging. At home a minimum of $30 
a month must be allowed for the cost of food, i.e., $210 
for the seven months of term during a year. At UBC 
I have wonderful accommodation in a residence for $70 
a month. Ue. $490 for an acadenflc year. So that Wie very 
most that can be saved, an^ that only for a student living 
W'ithin walking distance of Victoria College, is $280. I 
should also mention that I have a single room Ijt the 
residence. Sharing a double ro<mi in the residence or 
living in Fort Camp is slightly cheaper. 

When, in addition to the above facts, one considers 
thal very few students do live within walking distanc-e, 
that very few of the private accommodations offered can 
compare either in conarenlence. comfort or (I am told) 
food with the residences, I feel that the advantages of 
having a university in Victoria are not nearly as great 
as one is led to believe--certainly not from the purely 
financial point of view. 

Students living outside the immediate Victoria area 
would derive no special benefits whatever and would miss 
the advantages of being in a larger, more cosmopolitan 
institution in a town of much greater intellectual and 
cultural activity than Victoria. It seems to me much 
more Important for Victoria to supplement the courses 
of the first and second years to brihg them' up to the 
levc’ of variety of UBC than to offer a rather sparse four- 
year course.
